Dr.  Charles  F.  Thoma.s,  Dean 
cf  Administration  at  Northwest- 
ern for  the  past  year,  has  been 
appointed   Dean   of  the   College. 

In  other  administrative  chan- 
ges, President  Arnold  Kilpatrick 
appointed  Ted  Wright  as  busi- 
ness manager  and  announced 
changes    in    academic    deanships. 

Dr.  George  Stokes,  formerly 
Dean  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  has 
been  named  Dean  of  Academic 
Affairs,  and  Dr.  R.  J.  Bienvenu, 
who  was  head  oi  the  Department 
of  Miciubiology,  has  been  ap- 
pointed Dean  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences. 

Thomas,  who  has  been  on  the 
Northwestern  faculty  since  1950, 
served  as  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Physical  Ed- 
ucation before  becoming  Dean  of 
Administration  last  year. 

He  received  his  bachelor's  de- 
gree from  Northwestern  in  1941. 
Thomas  later  earned  his  master's 
degree  at  Louisiana  State  Uni- 
versity and  his  doctorate  at 
George   Peabody   College. 

Stokes,  also  a  Northwestern 
graduate,  has  been  on  the  faculty 
since  1949.  He  received  his  mas- 
ter's and  doctor's  degrees  from 
LSU. 

Bienvenu,  at  Northwestern 
since  1950,  received  his  bachelor 
and  master's  degrees  from  North- 
western and  his  doctorate  from 
the  University  of  Texas.

Heads  Appointed 

Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick  of- 
ficially became  president  of 
Northwestern  on  July  1  after 
serving  for  the  past  year  as  act- 
ing president. 

Joining  Northwestern  in  March 
of  1966  as  Dean  of  the  College, 
Dr.  Kilpatrick  was  named  two 
months  later  as  president  effec- 
tive July  1  of  1967  and  as  acting 
president  beginning  in  August  of 
1966. 

In  Dr.  Kilpatrick's  first  year 
at  the  helm  of  the  college,  great 
strides  have  been  made  both  in 
academic  advancement  and  phy- 
sical expansion. 

Under  Dr.  Kilpatrick,  North- 
western has  enjoyed  its  greatest 
enrollment  gains  in  history,  and 
more  than  $5  million  in  building 
programs  are  in  the  planning 
stages.

Scenic  Chaplin's  Lake  on  the 
Northwestern  campus  has  been 
completely  drained  in  an  effort 
to  improve  the  condition  of  the 
lake.  The  lake  will  be  refilled 
this  Winter.  The  18-acre  lake 
was  drained  in  order  to  elimi- 
nate a  buildup  of  sediment  and 
tons   of   silt   in   the   water. 


College  Purchases 
95  Acres  of  Land 

Northwestern  has  purchased  95 
acres  of  land  adjoining  the  pres- 
ent campus  property,  giving  the 
college   916   acres  of  property 

The  property,  purchased  from 
the  estate  of  Mrs.  Alma  G.  Carr 
for  $24,000,  is  located  to  the 
southwest  of  the  present  campus 
property  near  the  Northwestern 
dairy  and  the  Natchitoches  air- 
port. 

President  Arnold  Kilpatrick 
said  the  purchase  of  land  was  the 
largest  propei'ty  acquisition  for 
the  college  since  1925,  when  more 
than  240  acres  were  acquired 
from  the  Samuel  Nelken  estate. 

The  president  said  there  are 
no  plans  to  build  on  the  land  at 
the  present  time  but  that  the 
land  will  be  used  for  the  building 
expansion  program  of  the  future. 

Northwestern's  addition  is  the 
same  amount  of  property  which 
the  college  owned  in  total  when 
it  opened  in  1884.  The  college  at 
that  time  purchased  95  acres 
from  the  Convent  of  the  Sacred 
Heart.

grown  from  slightly  over  220  to 
some   280   in   the  past  year. 

Dr.  Kilpatrick  is  the  first  four- 
year  graduate  of  Northwestern  to 
return  to  the  college  as  its  presi- 
dent. He  is  also  the  first  presi- 
dent who  has  won  athletic  letters 
at  Northwestern. 

Northwestern  last  spring  be- 
came the  first  state  college  in 
Louisiana  to  offer  a  Specialist 
Degree  in  Education.  This  pro- 
gram allows  students  to  secure 
30  hours  beyond  the  Master's 
Degree.  It  was  through  Dr.  Kil- 
patrick's efforts  that  this  pro- 
gram  was   begun. 

The  college  has  also  instituted 
six  two-year  Associate  Degree 
programs,  allowing  students  to 
gain  degrees  in  certain  technical 
education  courses. 

Following  recommendations  of 
the  Southern  Association  of 
Schools  and  Colleges,  Kilpatrick 
spearheaded  a  plan  to  increase 
the  academic  departments  on 
campus  from  18  to  28. 

The  effect  of  Dr.  Kilpatrick's 
leadership  has  been  seen  and  felt 
not  only  on  the  campus  but 
throughout  the  state.  Northwest- 
ern, an  educational  leader  for  83 
years,  is  headed  for  even  greater 
heights  in  the  future.

Huge  Physical  Expansion  Program 
To  Give  Northwestern  A  New  Look 


Northwestern  is  preparing  for 
future  enrollment  hikes  with  a 
massive  program  of  physical  ex- 
pansion. 

Already  taking  shape  and  ex- 
pected to  be  complete  in  January 
is  the  huge  Arts  and  Sciences 
classroom  building  on  the  west 
side  of  the  campus.  The  building 
will  provide  more  than  200  rooms 
for  offices  and  classes.  More  than 
2  500  students  will  be  able  to 
utilize  the  building  at  one  time. 

The  Arts  and  Sciences  building 
is  going  up  next  to  the  $1.5  mil- 
lion Student  Union,  which  was 
completed  last  year.  Both  are 
near  the  new  dormitory-dining 
hall  complex  which  stands  on 
the  western  edge  of  the  campus. 

Work  is  progressing  rapidly  on 
a  $100,000  Vocational  Rehabili- 
tation Speech  and  Hearing  Cen- 
ter, which  will  be  an  addition  to 
Builard  Hall  in  the  center  of  the 
sprawling  campus. 

President  Kilpatrick  has  de- 
voted much  time  to  securing  new 
physical  facilities,  and  his  efforts 
have  resulted  in  more  than  $5 
million  in  future  expansion.  Most 
of  the  buildings  to  be  construct- 
ed in  the  next  two  years  are 
still  on  the  drawing  boards. 

Kilpatrick  is  especially  proud 
of  plans  for  a  new  $2  million 
teacher-education  center  at  the 
college.  The  building  will  be  four 
round  structures  under  one  roof, 
the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the 
state. 

Also  in  the  planning  stages  are 
a  $1.2  million  women's  physical 
education  plant,  a  $1.7  million 
biological  sciences  building  and 
a  $100,000  agricultural  accessory 
building. 


WALTER  p.  LEDET,  a  1939  graduate 
of  Northwestern,  has  been  appoint- 
ed assistant  registrar  at  the  college.

College  Reduces 
Out'of-State  Fee 

Out-of-state  registration  fees 
at  Northwestern  were  reduced 
considerably   Sept.    1. 

The  State  Board  of  Education 
voted  to  lower  fees  for  out-of- 
state  students  in  state  colle«2s 
to  conform  with  fees  charged  by 
other  colleges  and  universities  in 
Louisiana. 

Students  from  other  states  en- 
rolling at  Northwestern  for  tlu 
fall  semester  paid  $200  if  thi  y 
were  undergraduates.  Graduate- 
paid  $75. 

For  the  summer  sessions,  un- 
dergraduates will  pay  $70.  and 
graduate  students  will  pay  $30. 

For  the  past  several  years,  un- 
dergraduate out  -  of  -  state  fct  < 
liave  been  $300  for  the  reguh.r 
semesters  and  S150  for  the  sum- 
mer term.  Graduate  out-of-state 
fees  have  been  S350  for  the  fall 
and  spring  and  S150  during  the 
summer. 

Graduate  out-of-state  char.m  - 
have  been  cut  to  less  than  one- 
fourth  of  the  original  cost  fer 
regular  terms  and  to  one-fifth  oi 
the  former  cost  for  the  summer 

Undergraduates  from  other 
states  will  now  be  paying  a  third 
less  than  they  did  last  year  for 
the  fall  and  spring  and  will  pay 
less  than  half  of  what  they  have

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Caldwell  Hall  Is 
Given  Renovation 

Caldwell  Hall,  oldest  classroom 
building  on  the  Northwestern 
campus,  will  be  put  back  into 
use  this  fall  after  being  com- 
pletely  renovated. 

Built  in  1906.  the  building  once 
housed  the  college's  administra- 
tive offices  and  has  long  served 
as  a  classroom  and  faculty  office 
building. 

Last  year,  classes  and  offices 
were  emptied  and  workmen 
moved  in  to  completely  remodel 
the   structure. 

The  top  two  floors  of  the  build- 
ing were  ready  for  use  when  stu- 
dents arrived  this  semester  and 
the  first  floor  work  will  be  com- 
pleted later  in  the  fall. 

In  addition  to  renovating  the 
inside  of  the  building,  workers 
have  given  the  exterior  a  face 
lifting. 

Among  the  new  features  of 
Caldwell  is  an  all-weather  unit, 
giving  the  building  air-condi- 
tioning and  heat  throughout. 

Renovation,  which  cost  some 
5380,000,  included  suspended 
acoustical  ceilings  in  all  class- 
rooms and  offices.  A  new  fluor- 
escent lighting  system  was  in- 
stalled throughout  the  building. 

Floors  were  replaced  in  the 
structure,  and  walls  have  been 
plastered  and  repainted.  Colorful 
vinyl  fabric  has  been  placed  on 
most  of  the  walls  from  the  floor 
to  four  feet  up  the  wall. 

New  metal  stairwells  with  ter- 
razzo  steps  have  been  construct- 
ed in  the  building,  and  new  win- 
dows have  been  put  in.

The  1967  meeting 
of  the  two  teams  figures  to  pro- 
vide a  real  battle  for  the  gath- 
ered alumni. 

Southwestern  provided  the 
Homecoming  opposition  in  '66. 
with  the  Demons  turning  in  their 
most  impressive  victory  of  the 
campaign,  21-8,  behind  quarter- 
back Malcolm  Lewis  and  half- 
back Gary  Pittman. 

The  afternoon  football  game 
highlights  Northwestern's  annu- 
al Homecoming  celebration,  with 
a  dance  in  the  new  Student 
Union  Building  slated  the  night 
of  Oct.  28. 


Northwestern  football  will

The  Demons  have  a  new  head 
coach  in  Glenn  Gossett,  two  new 
;i.ssistant  coaches,  a  new  offense, 
a  new  defense,  and  new  uniforms 
from  head  to  toe.  And  soon  De- 
mon Stadium  will  be  equipped 
with  new  theater-type  seats  for 
the  fans'  comfort. 

Gossett  takes  over  the  Demon 
reins  after  successful  stops  at 
Eastern  Kentucky,  the  University 
of  Arkansas  and  Southern  Metho- 
dist University  and  brought  in 
new  asistants  C.  H.  "Pug"  Gabrel 
and  George  Doherty.  Gabrel 
coached    the    offensive    backfield 

post  at  NSC,  while  Doherty 
joined  the  Demons  from  Louisi- 
ana Tech  and  will  coach  the  de- 
fensive line. 

Gossett  has  installed  a  new 
Tandem  I  offense  and  Double 
Monster  defense  at  NSC  in  hopes 
the  Demons  can  repeat  as  cham- 
pions in  the  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence. 

Northwestern  has  34  lettermen 
returning,  but  many  of  the  mon- 
ogram winners  saw  limited  duty 
last  fall.  The  Demons  have  al- 
ready been  picked  by  the  so- 
called  experts  to  repeat  in  the 
conferenci,',  mostlj'  due  to  the  re- 
turn of  the  Demons'  two  fine 
quarterbacks.  Malcolm  Lewis  and 
Donald  Guidry. 

Lewis,  a  6-1.  194  pound  senior 
from  Marshall.  Tex.,  was  voted 
the  GSC's  outstanding  back  after 
last  season.  The  big  Texan 
passed  97  times  and  completed 
56  for  852  yards  and  six  touch- 
downs. 


Guidry  was  equally  effective. 
The  6-1.  170  pound  junior  from 
Church  Point  passed  an  even  100 
times  and  completed  61,  good  for 
775  yards  and  also  a  half  dozen 
TDs." 

Foremost  among  the  ends  is 
Steve  Gaspard.  He  shattered  eve- 
ry existing  Northwestern  frosh 
receiving  mark  by  hauling  in  31 
passes  for  477  yards  and  a  team- 
leading  five  touchdowns. 

The  graduation  of  all-GSC  ter- 
minal Dick  Reding  prompted 
Gossett  to  shift  ex-fullback  Russ 
Gielow  (230),  who  has  also  been 
plagued  with  injured  knees  for 
the  past  three  years,  to  a  tight 
end  position.  Gielow  was  the 
team's  leading  ground  gainer  in 
'66. 

Veteran   senior   Louis   Richard, 
6-1,    191,   and   last   year's   punter 
Shelley    Dickie.    6-2,    204.    should  i 
see  considerable  duty  at  end. 

Leading  the  running  backs  are 
a  couple  of  Kilgore.  Tex.,  pro- 
ducts, Vic  Nyvall  (175)  and  Ken- 
ny Callens  (175).  both  halfbacks, 
and  fullback   Barry  Fresh  (185). 

Graduation  took  its  biggest  toll 
in  the  NSC  offensive  line.  Re- 
turning tackles  Bob  Foster  (212) 
David  Arnold  (235)  and  Phillip 
Creel  (253),  however,  bolster  the 
offensive  forward  wall. 

Linebackers  Ronnie  Whatley 
(189)  and  David  Centanni  (191). 
along  with  middle  guard  Gerald 
Malley  (192),  all-GSC  last  year 
tackle  Paul  Alonzo  (235)  and  end 
David  Lovich  (218)  put  plenty  of 
experience  in  the  defensive  line. 

The  defensive  backfield  will  be 
occupied  by  1966  starters  David 
Smith  (175)  and  Sammy  Clifton 
(170),  along  with  John  Boogaerts 
(173)  and  Dick  Concilio  (190).
